A £1MILLI0N lottery endow¬ 
ment for a heritage tourism 
centre in Newmarket will pro¬ 
vide “a basis for the future”. 

It is thought up to 50,000 
tourists could descend on the 
town each year to visit the 
planned National Heritage 
Centre for Horseracing and 
Sporting Art. 


Lottery boost for town's heritage centre project 


The project would see The 
National Horseracing Muse¬ 
um move from its present site 
in the High Street to the five- 
acre Palace House site, where 
it will be joined by a new 
gallery for the British Sport¬ 
ing Art Trust and a centre for 
the Retraining of Racehorses 
charity, creating a new focal 


point for tourists. The mu¬ 
seum will receive £1 million 
of challenge funding from 
the Heritage Lottery Fund 
(HLF), meaning every penny 
raised by the museum will 
be matched by the HLF, up to 
£1 million. 

Museum director Chris 
Garibaldi said “We are abso¬ 


lutely delighted to receive this 
further validation of our rede¬ 
velopment plans. 

“To be one of the organisa¬ 
tions selected nationally to 
receive this funding is won¬ 
derful.” 

Cllr Warwick Hirst, cabinet 
member for health, leisure 
and culture at Forest Heath 


District Council, said: “It is 
exciting because it is a great 
sum of money to help to de¬ 
velop and extend the Home of 
Horseracing.

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Pair lose 
appeal 
over thefts 

TWO relatives who 
burgled wealthy Chinese 
businessmen in Newmarket 
had their sentences backed 
by top judges. 

Paul White, 42, and his 
uncle Peter White, 55, 
targeted the homes of 
affluent businessmen from 
the Chinese community 
because they believed 
they were likely to have 
large amounts of cash and 
jewellery, London's Appeal 
Court heard on Friday. 

Judge Alistair McCreath 
dismissed their appeal as 
he said both sentences were 
"just and proportionate" 
as their crimes had taken a 
heavy toll on the Chinese 
community. 

The Merseyside pair 
executed a spate of "highly 
professional" burglaries 
of houses in Newmarket, 
York, Horncastle, Woodhall 
Spa, Brentwood and Lincoln 
which prosecutors claimed 
amounted to hundreds of 
thousands of pounds for the 
uncle and nephew to live 
the high life on the back of 
their gains. 

Paul White, of Queens 
Road, Wirral, was jailed 
for seven years and four 
months at Lincoln Crown 
Court in November last year 
after admitting conspiracy 
to steal. 

His uncle was jailed for 
six years in May last year 
after admitting an identical 
offence.

Scaffold blight 


THE history of horseracing will 
have a permanent home at the 
landmark Palace House site fol¬ 
lowing support from the Herit¬ 
age Lottery Fund (HLF). 

The HLF announced this 
week it would provide addi¬ 
tional funding for the National 
Horseracing Museum from its 
Catalyst Programme, after pro¬ 
viding more than £4 million for 
the National Heritage Centre for 
Horseracing and Sporting Art 
last year. 

The object of the Catalyst Pro¬ 
gramme is to encourage private 
sector philanthropy by provid¬ 
ing match funding for monies 
raised by the museum towards 
a permanent endowment fund 
which will help to underpin its 
long-term financial security. 

Museum director Chris Gari¬ 
baldi said: “The funds raised 
through the Catalyst Pro¬ 
gramme will be invested as a 
long-term endowment fund 
with the income only being 
used to support our education 
and exhibition work and our 
public programmes. 

“Although we are the national 
museum of the sport we do not 
receive any revenue funding

from the public purse so we 
are incredibly pleased to have 
our own fundraising efforts rec¬ 
ognised and supported in this 
way.” 

The horseracing museum is 
one of only 13 organisations 
across the country to be given 
a match funded endowment 
grant by the HLF, including Pe¬ 
terborough Cathedral and the 
Churches Conservation Trust. 

Robyn Llewellyn, head of 
Heritage Lottery Fund for the 
East of England, said: “Build¬ 
ing financial resilience is vital 
to ensure the future of our pre¬ 
cious buildings, landscapes and 
collections.” 

Mr Llewellyn: “With Catalyst, 
the Heritage Lottery Fund is of¬ 
fering heritage organisations 
the tools to develop longer- 
term financial independence 
and enabling the custodians of 
our heritage to get fit for the fu¬ 
ture.” 

The endowment fund will 
hopefully incite people to do¬ 
nate money to the project, said 
Cllr Warwick Hirst. 

Cllr Hirst, who is cabinet 


member for health, leisure and 
culture at Forest Heath District 
Council, said: “It means if any¬ 
one gives an endowment of so 
much a month or so much a 
year then the lottery will match 
it up to £1 million. 

“So you only get £1 million if 
you raise £1 million. 

“It is like the colleges at Cam¬ 
bridge University, which over 
the centuries have got so many 
endowments which is why they 
are so well off.” 

He added: “This money will 
encourage people to give to the 
project.” 

The endowment fund will not 
be launched until the final capi¬ 
tal has been raised for the con¬ 
struction of the heritage centre 
project. 

The Home of Horseracing 
Trust, set up to co-ordinate the 
fundraising efforts, has raised 
more than 95 per cent of the £15 
million capital needed for the 
project but it still needs to raise 
£750,000 to meet its fundraising 
target.

Firefighters battled through¬ 
out the night at the three-storey 
block with the last crew moni¬ 
toring the scene at 10am on 
Monday. 

Three further crews attended 
just after 2am to assist at the 
scene. Crews were at one point 
removing tiles from the roof of 
the property and cut a hole in 
the ceiling. 


A spokesman for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Constabulary said: 
“The incident is being treated 
as suspicious and we are inves¬ 
tigating.” 

No one was hurt in the fire as 
everyone was out of the house, 


a fire spokeswoman confirmed. 

The spokeswoman said the 
cause of the fire was believed to 
be accidental, due to an electri¬ 
cal fault, but said the matter had 
been handed over to the police 
for investigation.

Cyclists give funding boost to Rosie unit 


THREE friends have used pedal 
power to raise thousands of pounds 
for the Rosie Neonatal Intensive 
Care Unit (NICU) at Addenbrooke's 
Hospital.

Man died from a 
clot after surgery 


A DECORATOR died from 
a blood clot just days after 
undergoing knee surgery 
due to falling off a ladder. 

An inquest heard that 
Terrance Ward, of Folly 
Road, in Mildenhall, 
needed the operation af¬ 
ter landing awkwardly 
from a ladder while help¬ 
ing a friend. 

Mr Ward, 44, collapsed 
and died in the bathroom 
of his home on August 5 
last year. 

The inquest held on 
Thursday at Bury St Ed¬ 
munds was told that the

surgery to Mr Ward’s left 
knee had been a success 
and he was allowed to go 
home with the instruc¬ 
tion to be as mobile as 
possible. 

Eleven days after the 
operation his wife heard 
a loud noise and found 
Mr Ward had collapsed. A 
neighbour attempted to 
revive him until an ambu¬ 
lance arrived but medical 
staff were unable to save 
him, said Suffolk Coroner 
Dr Peter Dean. 


Mr Ward had under¬ 
gone surgery to his knee 
at the West Suffolk Hos¬ 
pital. 

Pathologist Dr Lazio 
Hegyi who conducted a 
post mortem examina¬ 
tion said death had been 
due to a pulmonary em¬ 
bolism resulting from a 
deep vein thrombosis. 
He said in a report that 
the clot appeared to be 
a fresh one and not from 
the operation. 

The inquest heard how 
Mr Ward had been sent 
home without anti co¬ 


agulant drugs as he was 
considered, because of 
his age and mobility, to 
be at low risk. 

Dr Dean said currently 
the routine issue of such 
medication was consid¬ 
ered neither mandatory 
nor advisable as there 
were a number of estab¬ 
lished risk factors in using 
the drugs. 

In a narrative verdict 
Dr Dean said Mr Ward’s 
death had been due to 
a pulmonary embolism 
against a background of 
recent surgery to his knee. 


Trickster 
sought by

POLICE are hunting a man 
suspected of tricking a cou¬ 
ple out of nearly £200. 

The man knocked at the 
victims’ door in Bury Road, 
Kentford, around 5pm on 
May 30 claiming to have been 
thrown 
off the 
train at 
Kennett 
station 
because 
his ticket 
was not 
valid. 

He told 
the cou¬ 
ple he 
needed to 
get back 
to Lon¬ 
don so he 
could get 
a flight to 
Ireland and said he needed 
£63 for the train fare. 

The victim, who is in poor 
health, offered to take him to 
Bury St Edmunds so he could 
catch a train from there and 
give him the money he need¬ 
ed. 

Once they arrived in Bury 
the man changed his mind 
and said he wanted to go to 
the bus station and asked if 
he could have £180. 

The victim went to the 
cashpoint and gave the man 
the money before leaving 
him there. 

Police are appealing for 
witnesses who saw the man. 

They have released a CCTV 
image captured at 6.22pm 
as the man approached the 
main doors of the bus station 
in Bury St Edmunds from 
the direction of St Andrew’s 
Street. 

The man is described as 
white, in his late forties, 
around 5ft 4in tall, of a large 
build, with a broad Belfast 
accent. 

He was wearing khaki trou¬ 
sers, a sky blue T-shirt and a 
wide brimmed floppy hat.

Life 'below the stairs' at Anglesey Abbey 


LIFE ’below the stairs’ will be recre¬ 
ated in a £142,000 project at a state¬ 
ly home. 

The domestic quarters of Angle¬ 
sey Abbey will be taken back to the 
1960s, showing the less luxurious 
side of life in the Jacobean-style 
country house, which was formerly 
owned by Lord Fairhaven. 

Gareth Sandham, the National 
Trust’s house and collections man¬ 
ager at the Abbey, said: “When the 
first Lord Fairhaven left Anglesey 


Abbey to the National Trust in the 
1960s he said he wanted to preserve 
it so that people could see what life 
is like. This project will help us to 
show the other side of the coin and 
reveal the hard work that went on 
behind the scenes in order to keep 
the lord’s lifestyle running smoothly. 

“The 1960s in an interesting time 
period and this will be quite un¬ 
like many of the other ’below stairs' 
recreations seen elsewhere’ which 
focus on the Victorian or pre-war 


periods. 

“We’re hoping this project will 
also become something special for 
the local community in the sur¬ 
rounding villages, as many people 
will remember what life was like her 
50 years ago.” 

The quarters, partly funded by the 
grant of £82,400 from the Heritage 
Lottery Fund, are set to open next 
summer. Visitors will have a go at 
tasks such as table-setting, flower 
arranging and collection cleaning.

DOG owners will get a reminder 
to clean up after their pets as 
part of a nationwide campaign. 

Temporary street stencils 
bearing the message ‘clear it 
up’ will be sprayed in hot spots 
across the district where fouling 
persists despite warning signs, 
police patrols and prevalence of 
dog bins. 

The stencils are a new ini¬ 
tiative by Forest Heath District 
Council to keep the streets clear 
of dog mess, as part of the ‘Big 
Scoop’ campaign which was 
launched nationally on Friday 
by The Dog’s Trust. 

Cllr Nigel Roman, Forest 
Heath District Council’s cabinet 
member for Environment and 
Waste, said the stencils aimed 
to break the patterns of fouling, 
which he described as “the most 
offensive form of littering”. 

He said: “The stencil is de¬ 
signed to challenge bad habits. 
We need to break a behaviour 
pattern, and being linked to this 
very public and arresting image 


may be enough to make the of¬ 
fender realise their fault. 

“Dog fouling is the most of¬ 
fensive form of littering and we 
are wholeheartedly supporting 
the Big Scoop campaign in For¬ 
est Heath. We want dog owners 
to bag their dog’s mess and dis¬ 
pose of it in a bin.”

“He has been an inspiration 
to many, with and without a dis¬ 
ability, and changed both ser¬ 
vices and everyday life for thou¬ 
sands of people with learning 
disabilities across the UK and 
abroad. He thoroughly deserves 
this recognition.” 

Richard helped to set up 
Inspired Service, developing 
standards for EasyRead infor¬ 
mation and has worked along¬ 
side the government on the de¬ 
velopment of policy for better 
services for people with learn¬ 


ing disabilities. 

He chaired the Department 
of Health’s National Advisory 
Group on Learning Disability 
and Ethnicity and was for many 
years a member of the Depart¬ 
ment for Transport’s Disabled 
Persons Transport Advisory 
Committee. 

Richard’s love of music and 
drama has led to an involve¬ 
ment with the Arts. 

He said: “I started as a mem¬ 
ber of ‘heart ‘n soul’ (a London 
based arts organisation led by 
people with learning disabili¬ 
ties). We did music and I was a 
DJ, starting the funky night dis¬ 
cos for people with learning dis¬ 
abilities. I also worked setting 
up ‘Oska Bright’ in 2001, the first 
ever film festival showing films 
made by people with learning 
disabilities.” 

Last year, Richard was also in¬ 
volved in the disabled arts pro¬ 
gramme for the Olympics.

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A Taylor- 

Diagnosed with autism, Vinnie French's son Taylor 
seemed closed off to the world. But when music 
therapy began to have an amazing effect, Vinnie 
made a life-changing decision - to become a 
music therapist himself 


T AYLOR French is a handsome 
young chap. With his mop of 
dark hair and beautiful 
blue-green eyes, the 5-year-old - who 
loves nothing more than bashing on 
his drum kit - looks every inch the 
normal schoolboy 
But Taylor is autistic. He rarely 
speaks, struggles to make eye 
contact, and is happiest when he 
doesn’t have to communicate with 
anyone else. 

Yet with the help of music therapy, 
Taylor is gradually coming out of his 
shell. And his dad, Vinnie, has been 
so inspired by the change in his son 
that he’s turned his back on a retail 
career and, aged 34, is now a student 
again. The aim? To become a music 
therapist, and to help children like 
Taylor realise their full potential. 

“For me it’s a no-brainer,” says 
Vinnie, who lives in Trumpington, 
Cambridge. “I’ve always loved music; 
I’ve played guitar since I was 11, 
but I never thought I’d do anything 
professional with it, it was only ever a 
hobby. But I can honestly say I would 
not be at college now had it not been 
for Taylor. He’s my one inspiration.” 

Taylor was born in fuly 2007, just 
over a year after his sister Jessica, 

“and to begin with, everything was 
great,” says Vinnie. “Leigh and I 
were a young married couple, we’d 
got a boy and a girl, and everything 
seemed to be going okay with the 
development of both the kids. 

“But by the time Taylor was a 
year-and-a-half old, it became 
apparent that he wasn’t developing 
socially, as Jessica had. We had a clear 
comparison in front of us because 
they were so similar in age.” 


The main issue was that he didn’t 
respond to his name: “You could 
even shout ‘Taylor! Taylor! Taylor!’ 
and he wouldn’t turn around,” recalls 
Vinnie. “And we weren’t getting any 
words from him. None at all. 

“He was also quite repetitive with 
things; when he was sitting on my 
lap, he would often beat out a rhythm 
on my chest. I just thought ‘oh, he’s 
going to be musical’, like me. But 
as time progressed it was clear that 
something was wrong.” 

Vinnie had also noticed that Taylor 
would often hold his hands over his 
ears and, suspecting that he had 
either a hearing problem or glue ear, 
took him to the doctor. It wasn’t a 
success. 

“He’s so sensitive about his ears, 
even now, that he wouldn’t let the 
doctor near him. So the doctor 
said look, I’ll give him a course of 
penicillin, then at least if he has got 
a glue ear it’ll clear it. But it didn’t do 
anything. 

“So from then on, I began to 
read up ‘my 18-month-old is not 
responding’ - and I started to think 
about autism.” 

Piece by piece, it began to fall into 
place: Vinnie read that three factors 
- a lack of interaction, eye contact 
and communication - were key 
indicators of the condition. Taylor 
struggled with all three. 

But it was to take Vinnie 18 months 
to have Taylor officially diagnosed, 
an experience he describes as “really 
long, and really soul-destroying.” 

He began by contacting the health 
visitor: “She was here for 10 minutes, 
then said ‘no, he’s not autistic,’ and 
left. She said he’d interacted with

her - because he’d looked at her 
when she came in - and because he’d 
‘initiated communication through 
gestures’. But I knew in my heart of 
hearts that something was not right.” 

Taylor then saw a variety of health 
professionals, from doctors to ear 
specialists to speech therapists. It 
was a stressful time for the whole 
family, as Taylor hated visiting the 
medics. “He’d panic and have an 
episode,” says Vinnie. “He would just 
have a total meltdown tantrum, just 
flip out screaming, and throw himself 
to the floor. 

“Everybody I saw was wonderfully 
friendly, and they wanted to help, 
but nobody offered a diagnosis. 


Taylor still had a problem, and I’d got 
nowhere, apart from being severely 
stressed, and severely depressed. It 
was just horrific.” 

By now, Taylor was due to start 
pre-school. But this threw up 
another problem: his total lack of 
danger awareness. “There’s no verbal 
interaction,” explains Vinnie. “So if 
he’s running into a road and you say 
‘Taylor, stop!’, he won’t understand, 
and he’ll just keep going. 

“It’s terrible. You can’t go anywhere, 
you can’t take him round people’s 
homes because he’s a very physical 
boy. He might want to run around 
and jump, and if they have their back 
door open, Taylor will run off. So I 


had some severe worries about him 
going to nursery. 

“Also he was still in nappies, so 
he needed his hygiene managed for 
him. He needed to have somebody 
with him one to one.” 

Fortunately, local primary school 
Fawcett were, he says, “absolutely 
brilliant”, and gave Taylor full-time 
help for the 15 hours a week he was 
there. But starting reception meant 
he’d need help all day, every day - 
and there was no budget for that. 

Six months later, Taylor was finally 
diagnosed as being on the autistic 
spectrum by the Child Development 
Centre (CDC) at Addenbrooke’s. For 
Vinnie, it was a huge relief: “I thought

my job was done, but I was severely 
wrong. I’d barely started.” 

Meanwhile, having read about the 
benefits of music therapy, Vinnie 
arranged for Taylor to have 10 months 
of weekly sessions at the CDC, “and we 
had an amazing music therapist; she was 
brilliant, literally fantastic,” says Vinnie. 

“It started with him being really erratic, 
running around and just playing the 
drums and nothing else. By the end 
of it we had him interacting with us. It 
basically did everything I wanted it to do 
- increased his eye contact, increased his 
communication, and massively increased 
his interaction. 

“I even heard his first words at music 
therapy. He was saying ‘one two three 
four’, and ‘ready steady go’. It was 
absolutely brilliant, and he loved it. And I 
wanted to carry that on.” 

But when Vinnie tried to get a full 
statement of special needs for Taylor, 
which would include music therapy, he 
was in for a huge disappointment. 

“To prepare a statement you have 
to focus on the negatives; everything 
that your child can’t do. As a parent, it’s 
the most soul-destroying thing to ever 
sit and do, to read reports from every 
professional involved of everything 
that’s not right. Taylor was now 4, and 
I was reading reports saying that his 
communication skills were like an 
18-month-old. It was so hard.” 

The reports were submitted to a panel, 
“but they came back and said Taylor 
could only have 25 hours of teaching 
assistance - I’d asked for 32-and-a-half- 
and no music therapy. 

“So for seven-and-a half-hours Taylor’s 
by himself. What if he had toileting 
needs? Does he walk around dirty? Who’s 
going to be watching him if he tries to 
jump the fence, like he does at home? It 
was just ridiculous. My wife felt awful, I 
did as well. I don’t think I’ve ever been so 
stressed in my life.” 

Vinnie appealed twice with no luck; it 
was only when he threatened to take the 
decision to court that Taylor was given a 
full statement. “I was elated, but at the 
same time it was disappointing that it 
took me to have to threaten a tribunal,” 
says Vinnie. “I’m very vocal and very 
confident; I don’t mind challenging, and I 
will. But what if there’s a parent that isn’t 
like that? They might just have to put up 
with that kind of decision - and that child 
is missing out. It still makes me really 
angry.” 

While all this was going on, Vinnie 
made a life-changing decision - to go 
back into education and train to become 
a music therapist. “It was something I 
could clearly do,” he says. “To move into a 
career where I can play my guitar, which 
is awesome, and be in a position to learn 
more about these conditions and help 
people, then why not? It’s a win-win.” 

He’s is currently completing the second 
year of a music diploma at Cambridge 
Regional College, then in September 



he’ll begin a music degree at Anglia 
Ruskin University, followed by a two-year 
masters that will lead to his new working 
life. 

“It’ll take five years, but I’m absolutely 
determined,” says Vinnie. “I’ve got 
another 30-odd years of work left to do, 
so I might as well do it in something that’s 
worthwhile. And I’m fully committed to 
achieving it.” 

Finally armed with a full statement, 
Vinnie has now been able to get Taylor 
into a special school - Castle School in 
Cambridge: “It’s been fantastic,” he says. 
“They have eight children in a class, it’s so 
set for his needs, and they do the music 
therapy there as well. 

“We’ve totally noticed a difference. It’s 
been a long road, but we’ve done it now, 
and we’re in a better place.” 

There’s now a third addition to the 
French family; little Lillie, who’s 2. And 
despite Taylor’s issues, the children are, 
says, Vinnie, a happy bunch. “The girls 
don’t know any different, and obviously 
there’s times when things can be 
frustrating for them - if they’re playing 
with something and Taylor takes it - but 
all in all they’re absolutely brilliant. I do 
feel bad: some autistic children don’t like 
physical contact, and I know of parents 
with autistic kids who can’t hug their 
child. But Taylor always wants a cuddle. 
He’ll want me to pick him up, he’ll cuddle 
Lillie - he’s a very loving boy. 

“He’s absolutely fine: there’s nothing 
wrong with him, he just autistic - he just 
needs to be in a safe environment, and to 
be understood. 

“I remember I was at a shop once,” he 
adds with a smile, “and somebody had 
one of those charity boxes, and said ‘do 
you want to give some money to help 
cure autism?’ And I said ‘no, I don’t. That 
would imply that there’s something 
wrong with my son’. There’s nothing 
wrong with my son, he just looks at the 
world differently.” 

For now, Vinnie is taking each day as 
it comes. “I don’t know what the future 
is going to bring, if Taylor will be self- 
sufficient or if he’ll live with us for the rest 
of our lives,” he says. “There’s always that 
concern, and I’m sure there’ll be battles 
in the future. But for the moment we’re 
content with how things are. And I’ll 
always be there for him.”

SWISH those skirts and pile on the red lippy, 
Cambridge Arts Theatre is kick-starting the 
new Dreamboats and Petticoats tour. 

The show premiered in 2009 and is a 
bit of a West End regular, but reviews are 
generally tepid at best. But then again they 
do tend to come from straitlaced theatre 
critics annoyed at having to delve into the 
cheesy world of musical theatre. So, if you 
love a bit of cheese, the likelihood is you'll 
be kicking up your heels madly in love with 
it. 

The jukebox musical is based on the rock 
'n' roll compilation album of the same 
name (yes, really - and don't forget the 
many spin-offs), and is the work of writers 
Laurence Marks and Maurice Gran, the guys 
behind Goodnight Sweetheart and Birds of a 
Feather on TV. 

Set in 1961, it tracks the summer loves and 
misunderstandings of a talented group of 
high school students as they compete in a 
national songwriting competition. 

Musicians Norman and Bobby are rivals 
from the off, scrapping over girls and 
musical leads but I have a sneaking feeling 
things might work out for the best. . .

World War Z (15,116 mins) 

SOME of Hollywood’s most 
glittering triumphs have been 
snatched from the slavering 
jaws of defeat. 

Cone With The Wind 
was shot by three different 
directors and suffered 
numerous delays, yet the 
sweeping 1939 romance 
reigned supreme at the Oscars 
with eight statuettes including 
Best Picture and Best Director. 
Joseph L Manciewicz's 1963 
epic Cleopatra was beset 
with similar problems, almost 
bankrupting studio Twentieth 
Century Fox when the budget 
ballooned from $2 million 
to $44 million. Lead stars 
Elizabeth Taylor and Richard 
Burton began a very public 
affair, which incurred the moral 
indignation of audiences, yet 
the dazzling historical drama 
still garnered four Oscars. 

Now comes Brad Pitt's 
post-apocalyptic zombie 
action horror, which has been 
plagued by rumours of on-set 
traumas and was delayed by 
six months to allow filmmakers 
to completely rewrite and 
reshoot the final showdown. 

If poisonous word of mouth 
could slay a picture before it 
has even screened, World War 
Z would be as lifeless as the 
hordes of computer-generated 


undead that cram every frame 
of Marc Forster's ill-fated film. 
From this mire though, Forster 
and three screenwriters have 
bolted together a compelling 
survival thriller that is not 
the catastrophe the gossip- 
mongers predicted - but also 
not as slick and suspenseful 
as cast and crew would have 
wished. 

Gerry Lane (Pitt) is a retired 
United Nations investigator, 
who devotes his time to his 
wife Karin (Mireille Enos) and 
daughters Constance (Sterling 
Jerins) and Rachel (Abigail 
Hargrove). During a drive 
through Philadelphia, the Lanes 
witness the spread of a disease 
which transforms men, women 
and children into merciless 
predators with a single bite. 

Gerry's old boss at the 
UN, Thierry Umutoni (Fana 
Mokoena), guarantees Karin, 
Constance and Rachel passage 
on an aircraft carrier if Gerry 


will agree to travel behind 
enemy lines to discover the 
source of the outbreak. 

The search moves from a 
military base in South Korea 
to Jerusalem and finally to a 
World Health Organisation 
compound in Wales where 
Gerry and an Israeli soldier 
(Daniella Kertesz) join four 
doctors (Peter Capaldi, 
Pierfrancesco Favino, Ruth 
Negga, Moritz Bleibtreu) in 
the frantic race against time 
for a cure. 

World War Z boasts a 
cracking opening 60 minutes, 
directed at breakneck speed 
by Forster, who captures the 
pandemonium as the infected 
swarm like rabid animals. 

The dramatic momentum 
slows noticeably in the 
rewritten final act that feels 
out of kilter with the rest 
of the film but does at least 
permit close-ups of the 
infected.

Blast away 

the blackspot 


AS if aphids, vine weevil and lily beetle aren’t 
trouble enough for us all at this time of year, 
when your roses show signs of blackspot you may 
wonder if it’s time to throw in the trowel. 

While blackspot used to be a disease confined 
to the south of England, now it's all over the 
UK, causing defoliation and 
stunted growth to roses 
nationwide. 

This unsightly fungal disease 
is hard to eradicate as it lurks 
over winter on fallen leaves 
and diseased stems, spreading 
on to healthy new leaves as 
spring returns. 

There are many blackspot 
sprays on the market, claiming 
to provide a protective barrier 
which kills fungal spores on 
the leaves as they germinate. 

A recent trial by Which? Gardening, the 
Consumers' Association magazine, put eight such 
products to the test between April and October 
last year. 

The products were tested on 'Silver Jubilee' 
roses as they are a modern variety, more resistant 
to blackspot than older varieties and more typical 
of the roses you might buy today. The roses were 


planted at a site known to carry the blackspot 
fungus and by June blackspot had appeared on 
the plants, at which point treatment was started, 
following the instructions supplied, while a 
number of bushes were left untreated. 

The trial found that any chemical-based 
product was better than 
nothing and that they all 
slowed the progress of the 
disease to a similar degree. 

While none of the products 
completely stopped the 
disease, testers recommend 
Bayer Garden Systhane Fungus 
Fighter Concentrate (£5.99 for 
300ml, makes 15 litres); Scotts 
Fungus Clear Ultra (£6.99 for 
225ml, makes 15 litres); and 
Bayer Garden Multirose 2 
Ready-to-use (£5.75 for 1 litre). 

However, trials found that the organic product 
which was tested, Vitax Organic 2-in-1 Pest and 
Disease Control ready-to-use spray, comprising a 
blend of sesame oil and fish oils, didn't make any 
difference to the roses and blackspot took hold 
of them in the same way as the untreated plants. 

You will have to be persistent with spraying to 
keep the barrier on the leaves in place, and spray 


early, as the leaf buds burst if the blackspot was 
present the previous year. 

If you don't want to go down the chemical 
route, there are other ways of controlling 
blackspot. 

Pick off affected leaves and burn fallen leaves, 
and give plants a high potash feed, as potash 
deficiency may make blackspot worse. 

Buy disease-resistant varieties such as the 
gallicas and albas and modern shrub roses like 
the rugosas. Good resistance to disease is also 
found among newer varieties of English and 
Modern bush roses. Good choices include Rosa 
gallica 'Versicolor', with its semi-double, pink 
flowers striped crimson, Rosa alba 'Konigin 
von Danemark', which produces glowing pink 
blooms, and the wonderfully fragrant English 
rose 'Gertrude Jekyll', which bears beautiful rich 
pink flowers. 

If you keep your plants well fed and in the 
right place - preferably in a sunny spot with 
good drainage - they'll be less susceptible to 
disease. Remember, roses are hungry feeders 
so you would do well to apply a thick mulch of 
well-rotted organic matter and ensure good air 
circulation. 

When watering, water the soil, not the leaves, 
and prune in spring to remove infected stems.

In memory 
of Sir Henry 

ROYAL Ascot paid its respects to the 
late Sir Henry Cecil with a minute's 
silence before the opening race of the 
five-day meeting. 

Cecil, who died last Tuesday, aged 70, 
following a long struggle with stomach 
cancer, saddled a record 75 winners at 
the royal fixture. He was honoured at 
the Berkshire circuit following the royal 
pre-racing procession. 

The legendary Newmarket handler's 
yard at Warren Place is now under the 
stewardship of his wife, Lady Jane Cecil. 
Lady Cecil had her first runners as a 
trainer last Thursday after being issued 
with a temporary licence by the British 
Horseracing Authority, quickly getting 
among the winners. 

The Queen's Vase on Friday will be run 
in honour of Cecil, who was knighted 
in 2011. 

Johnny Weatherby, Her Majesty's 
Representative at Ascot, said: "Sir 
Henry was an intrinsic part of Royal 
Ascot with 75 winners over more than 
four decades. 

"It is no secret that Royal Ascot was 
his favourite meeting of the year and 
we felt it was fitting to honour his 
achievements here, and remember the 
passing of one the greatest figures that 
the world of sport has ever seen.
